To  all  tvhom  these  presents  may  concern  : 

We,  Stephen  R.  Harris,  Joseph  G.  Eastland,  and  Charles 
H.  Harrison,  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  State  of  California,  members  of  the  Society  of  Cali- 
fornia Pioneers,  and  judges  holding  the  election  hereinafter 
mentioned,  do  hereby  certify  that,  on  the  seventh  day  of  July, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  said  Society,  which  was 
not  yet  incorporated,  but  was  intending  and  seeking  so  to  be, 
pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  said  State,  entitled 
"  An  Act  concerning  Corporations,"  passed  April  the  twenty- 
second,  A.D.  1850,  and  the  amendment  of  said  Act,  passed 
April  the  eighth,  a.d.  1862,  was  holden,  agreeably  to  public 
notice,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers  thereof,  and  accom- 
plishing the  purposes  of  such  incorporation. 

That  at  such  meeting,  after  the  same  had  been  duly  organ- 
ized, Henry  M.  Gray  presiding,  and  William  R.  Wheaton  act- 
ing as  Secretary  thereof,  Owen  P.  Sutton  was  duly  elected  Pres- 
ident ;  Richard  Chenery,  Ephraim  W.  Leonard,  James  Lick, 
Lewis  Cunningham,  and  Joseph  W.  Winans,  Vice-Presidents  ; 
William  L.  Duncan,  Secretary ;  John  H.  Turney,  Treasurer  \ 
and  Horace  Hawes,  J.  H.  Widber,  J.  E.  De  la  Montagnie, 
John  O.  Earl,  W.   K.  Van  Alen,  J.  H.  Stearns,  and  William 
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Henry  Tiffany,  Directors  of  the  said  Society,  for  the  term  of 
one  year  from  the  seventh  day  of  July,  a.d.  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-two. 

That  the  said  Directors,  and  the  said  Owen  P.  Sutton,  Presi- 
dent, William  L.  Duncan,  Secretary,  and  John  H.  Turney, 
Treasurer,  were  duly  elected  a  Board  of  Directors,  ten  in  num- 
ber, for  the  said  term,  to  take  charge  of  the  estate  and  property 
belonging  thereto,  and  to  transact  all  affairs  relative  to  the  tem- 
poralities and  business  thereof;  and  that  we,  the  said  Stephen 
R.  Harris,  Joseph  G.  Eastland,  and  Charles  H.  Harrison, 
judges  of  the  said  election,  having  been  duly  appointed,  upon 
canvassing  all  the  votes  polled  thereat,  and  finding  that  said 
officers  had  been  duly  elected,  and  constituted  the  said  Board 
of  Directors,  did  thereupon  return  them  as  such. 

And  we  further  certify  that  said  election  was  fairly  and 
legally  conducted,  and  in  strict  conformity  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  said  Society  ;  and,  further,  it  is  hereby  specified  : 

That  the  name  by  which  said  corporation  shall,  and  desires 
to  be  forever  hereafter  called  and  known,  is,  "  The  Society  of 
California  Pioneers." 

That  it  is  designed  to  be,  and  is,  a  moral,  beneficial,  literary, 
and  scientific  association,  and  that  its  objects  are : 

To  cultivate  social  intercourse,  and  form  a  more  perfect 
union  among  its  members,  and  create  a  fund  for  charitable 
purposes  in  their  behalf ; 

To  collect  and  preserve  information  connected  with  the  early 
settlement  and  subsequent  conquest  of  the  country  ; 

To  form  such  libraries  and  cabinets,  and  to  pursue  such 
literary  and  scientific  objects,  as  the  said  Board  of  Directors 
may,  from  time  to  time,  determine,  and  in  all  appropriate  mat- 
ters to  advance  the  interests  and  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
those  whose  sagacity,  energy,  and  enterprise,  induced  them  to 
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settle  in  the  wilderness,  and  become  the  founders  of  a  new 
State.

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ARTICLE    I. 

NAME    AND    OBJECT. 

j  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  "The  Society  of  Cali- 
fornia Pioneers."  It  is  designed  to  be  a  Moral,  Benevolent, 
Literary,  and  Scientific  Association,  and  its  objects  are  : 

To  cultivate  social  intercourse,  form  a  more  perfect  union 
among  its  members,  and  create  a  fund  for  charitable  purposes 
in  their  behalf 

To  collect  and  preserve  information  connected  with  the  early 
settlement  and  subsequent  history  of  the  country. 

To  form  a  Library  and  Cabinet,  and  preserve  such  literary 
and  scientific  objects  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  from  time 
to  time  determine,  and  in  all  appropriate  matters  to  advance 
the  interests  and  perpetuate  the  memory  of  those  whose  sagac- 
ity, energy,  and  enterprise,  induced  them  to  settle  in  the 
wilderness  and  become  the  founders  of  a  new  State. 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  two  Classes.  To  the 
First  Class,  all  who  were  residents  of  California  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  January,  1849  j  ^^^^  the  male  descendants  of 
all  such,  who  were  members,  shall  be  eligible.  To  the  Second 
Class,  all  who  were  residents  of  California  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  January,  1850;  and  the  male  descendants  of  all  such 
who  were  members  shall  be  eligible.  Honorary  members 
may  be  admitted,  without  these  qualifications,  in  accordance 
with  such  provisions  as  may  be  made  in  the  By-Laws. 
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ARTICLE    III. 

Any  person,  duly  qualified,  desiring  to  become  a  member  of 
this  Society,  shall  be  proposed  and.  balloted  for  in  a  manner 
to  be  prescribed  in  the  By-Laws ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
have  been  once  balloted  for  and  rejected,  shall  not  again  be 
proposed  for  membership  within  three  months  from  the  date 
of  said  rejection. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Each  person,  on  admission,  shall  pay  such  fee  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  By-Laws ;  and  all  funds  arising  therefrom,  or 
from  monthly  dues,  or  from  donations,  (unless  said  donations 
are  given  for  other  specific  purposes)  shall,  after  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Society  have  been  paid,  be  devoted  solely  to 
the  purposes  for  which,  in  Article  I,  it  is  declared  that  this 
Society  is  instituted. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  five 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Marshal,  and  a 
Board  of  Directors — to  consist  (including  the  President)  of 
ten  members,  all  of  which  officers,  except  three  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Stated  Meetings  of  the  Society,  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  and 
Special  Meetings  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  shall 
deem  necessary. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  for  the  election  of 
officers,  shall  be  held  on  the  seventh  day  of  July,  in  each  year  ; 
that  being  the  anniversary  of  the  Acquisition  of  California, 
and  the  day  the  American  Flag  was  first  raised  on  the  soil  of 
this  Territory,  except  when  that  date  shall  happen  on  Sunday 
— in  which  event  the  election  shall  be  held  on  the  day  follow- 
ing ;  and  at  such  meetings  the  annual  reports  of  the  officers  of 
the  Society  shall  be  made. 
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ARTICLE   VII. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

ARTICLE   VIIL 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  for  business  at  least 
once  in  each  month,  and  a  majority  of  the  Board  may  fill  any 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  its  own  body.  The  President 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board — a  majority  of  whom  must 
be  present  in  order  to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  enact  By-Laws  for  the 
government  of  the  Society,  which,  with  all  its  other  pro- 
ceedings, shall  be  laid  before  the  Society  at  its  first  meeting 
thereafter ;  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Society  to  alter, 
amend,  or  reject  any  such  By-Laws,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  when 
there  are  noT;  less  than  thirty  members  present,  and  not  other- 
wise ;  p7-ovided^  that  said  Board  shall  in  no  case  have  power  to 
expend  or  create  an  indebtedness  of  more  than  two  thousand  j 
dollars,  in  the  aggregate,  over  and  above  the  expenses  of  the 
Society,  in  any  one  year,  without  a  two-thirds  vote  to  that  effect 
of  the  Society,  when  there  are  not  less  than  thirty  members 
present. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  unless 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  stated 
meeting,  at  which  time  there  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty 
members  present ;  and  all  such  alterations  and  amendments 
shall  be  proposed  at  some  meeting  at  ]east  one  month  prior  to 
such  stated  meeting,  and  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Reading-room,  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  thereto. 
But  it  shall  not  be  in  the  power  of  this  Society  to  alter  the 
qualifications  for  membership,  named  in  Article  II  of  this 
Constitution.

ARTICLE    X. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  determine  the  order 
of  business  in  each.  He  shall  strictly  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  the  standing  rules  and  orders, 
and  shall  see  that  all  officers  and  committees  perform  their 
respective  duties.  He  shall  sign  all  laws,  resolutions,  and  or- 
ders passed  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  neither  make 
nor  second  any  motion  or  resolution,  nor  take  part  in  any  de- 
bate, while  in  the  chair.  He  shall  inspect  and  announce  the 
result  of  all  ballotings,  or  other  votings  by  the  Society.  Any 
Vice-President,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  shall  exercise 
the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  President. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  minutes  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Directors  ;  shall  record  its 
By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Ordinances,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  solely 
for  such  purpose ;  shall  preserve  a  register  of  the  names  of  the 
members,  and  keep  a  correct  account  thereof,  and  shall  col- 
lect and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  all  moneys  due  the  Society  ; 
he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  the  books 
and  papers  belonging  to  the  Society,  excepting  those  of  the 
Treasurer;  he  shall  certify  all  accounts  and  records,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  countersign  all 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  signed  by  the  President;  he  shall  make 
reports  of  his  accounts  at  such  times  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  ;  shall  report  the  name  of  each  member 
in  arrears  to  the  Society,  immediately  preceding  the  election 
for  officers,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  dues  and 
serving  on  committees  ;  he  shall,  whenever  directed  by  the 
President,  give  the  members  and  Board  of  Directors  proper 
notice  of  all  meetings,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  ;  he  shall  be  ex  officio  Librarian  of  the  Soci- 
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ety  ;  shall  receive  and  preserve  all  books,  maps,  pamphlets, 
records,  magazines,  etc.,  which  may  be  purchased  for,  or  do- 
nated or  loaned  to,  the  Society,  and  be  responsible  for  the 
same,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  such  donors  ; 
he  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to 
him  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  give  such  bonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  record 
all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  shall  report  the  same  annu- 
ally, or  at  such  periods  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  require  ; 
he  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  an  order  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  At  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office,  he  shall  deliver  all  books,  papers,  moneys, 
vouchers,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Society,  in  his 
possession,  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  and  shall  give  such 
bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

The  Marshal  shall  form  and  conduct  all  public  processions 
of  the  Society,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  his  office. 

ARTICLE  XIV, 

The  regalia  of  this  Society  shall  be  as  follows  : 

The  regalia  of  the  President  shall  be  a  scarf  of  gold  lace, 
trimmed  with  silver  bullion,  with  a  rosette  of  the  class  to  which 
he  belongs,  with  cross  mallets  of  silver  attached. 

Ex-Presidents  may,  at  their  option,  either  wear  the  past  re- 
galia of  the  office,  or  a  rosette  of  the  class  to  which  they  respect- 
ively belong,  with  cross  mallets  of  silver  attached. 

That  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  a  silver  scarf  and  rosettes 
of  their  respective  class,  with  cross  axes  of  silver  attached. 
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That  of  the  Directors  shall  be  a  crimson  scarf. 

That  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  an  orange  scarf,  with  cross 
pens  of  silver  attached. 

That  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  an  orange  scarf,  with  cross 
keys  of  silver  attached. 

That  of  the  Marshal  shall  be  a  purple  scarf,  with  cross 
batons  of  silver  attached. 

That  of  the  members  shall  be  a  dark  blue  scarf. 

That  of  members  and  officers,  of  the  first  class,  shall  be  a  red 
rosette,  with  gold  or  gilt  grizzly  bear  in  the  center,  worn  on 
the  scarf 

That  of  members  and  officers,  of  the  second  class,  shall  be  a 
white  rosette,  with  silver  grizzly  bear  in  center,  worn  on  the 
scarf. 

That  of  Honorary  Members  shall  be  a  white  scarf,  with  blue 
rosette  and  silver  bear. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  full  charge  and  control  of  the 
rooms  occupied  by  the  Society,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
President  and  Board  of  Directors.  ' 

ARTICLE  XVL 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  Society  to  use 
all  laudable  efforts  to  collect  and  procure  such  records,  relicts, 
minerals,  curiosities,  etc.,  connected  with  the  early  history  of 
this  State,  as  may  be  useful  and  beneficial  to  this  Association, 
and  to  forward  the  same,  together  with  any  information  that 
may  be  of  interest  to  the  Society,  to  the  Secretary  at  San 
Francisco. 

ARTICLE  XVIL 

The  annual  celebration  of  this  Society  shall  take  place  on 
the  ninth  day  of  September,  in  each  year — that  being  the  anni- 
versary of  the  admission  of  California  into  the  Union — unless 
that  date  shall  happen  on  Sunday,  in  which  event  it  shall  take 
place  the  following  day. 
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ARTICLE  XViri. 

Members  guilty  of  misconduct  may,  upon  conviction,  (after 
a  proper  investigation)  be  expelled,  suspended,  fined,  or  repri- 
manded, by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
stated  me^lmg ;  provided,  there  be  not  less  than  thirty  members 
present ;  and  any  officer  of  this  Society  may  be  removed  from 
his  office  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  for  such  cause  as,  in  its 
opinion,  maybe  deemed  sufficient;  provided,  that  such  proceed- 
ing shall  have  no  effect  until  it  is  confirmed  by  a  two -thirds 
vote  of  all  the  members  (there  being  not  less  than  thirty)  pres- 
ent at  a  stated  meeting. 
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Section  i.  Each  person,  on  admission  as  a  member  of  this 
Society,  shall  pay  into  its  treasury  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and 
shall  sign  the  Constitution,  with  his  name  in  full,  together  with 
his  place  of  birth,  residence,  occupation,  and  the  day,  month, 
and  year,  of  his  arrival  within  the  limits  of  this  State.  And  if 
any  person  residing  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  shall,  for  one 
month  after  his  election,  or,  if  residing  in  any  other  part  of  the 
State,  shall,  for  six  months  after  his  election,  neglect  to  pay  his 
admission  fee  and  sign  the  Constitution,  he  shall  be  considered 
as  having  declined  to  become  a  member. 

Sec.  2.  Every  member  of  this  Society,  over  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  residing  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  shall 
pay  into  its  treasury  one  dollar  per  month,  quarterly,  in  ad- 
vance ;  and  every  such  member  residing  elsewhere  in  this  State, 
or  in  any  of  the  Pacific  States  or  Territories,  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  five  dollars  per  annum,  in  advance.  Any  member  re- 
siding in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  neglect,  for  six 
months,  to  pay  such  dues,  or,  residing  elsewhere  in  this  State, 
or  in  any  of  the  Pacific  States  or  Territories,  shall  neglect,  for 
one  year,  to  pay  such  dues,  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of 
membership.  But  any  member,  so  stricken  from  the  roll,  upon 
the  payment  of  all  arrearages,  shall,  by  that  act,  be  restored. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  who  shall  be  in  arrears  for  dues  for 
more  than  six  months,  shall  be  ineligible  to  ofiice",  and  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting,  or  to  enjoy  the  honors 
of  this  Society  in  any  manner. 

Sec.  4.  On  the  payment  of  seventy-five  dollars  by  any 
member,  he  shall  be  released  from  all  further  payment  of  dues, 
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and  shall  be  constituted  a  Life  Member  of  the  Society  ;  pro- 
vided^ that  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1869,  the  cost 
of  a  life  membership  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  All  moneys  received  for  life  membership  shall  con- 
stitute a  special  fund,  to  be  invested  at  interest,  the  principal 
of  which  shall  be  kept  intact,  though  the  interest  may  be  placed 
in  the  general  fund. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  become  a  member  fraudu- 
lently, by  making  a  false  entry  of  the  time  of  his  arrival  within 
the  limits  of  this  State,  may  be  expelled  from  the  Society  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  stated  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  1st.  Every  applicant  for  membership  shall  be  pro- 
posed by  two  members  of  the  Society,  who  shall  present  to  the 
Secretary  his  full  name,  place  of  residence,  occupation,  and  the 
date  of  his  arrival  in  California,  all  of  which  the  Secretary  shall 
record  in  a  book  of  registry,  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose  ; 
and  he  shall  also  post  the  name  of  such  applicant  conspicu- 
ously in  the  rooms. 

.  2d.  Ten  days  before  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety, a  ballot-box,  locked,  and  the  book  of  registry  above 
named,  shall  be  placed  upon  a  table  beneath  the  list  of  names 
posted  as  above  ordered  by  the  Secretary,  together  with  a  suffic- 
ient quantity  of  pieces  of  paper,  or  cards,  to  be  used  for  bal- 
lots, large  enough  to  contain  a  single  name,  with  the  words 
"Yes,"  or  "No." 

3d.  The  ballot-box  and  book  of  registry  being  thus  prepared, 
any  member  of  the  Society  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  open 
ing  of  the  box  at  the  next  regular  monthly  meeting,  write  the 
name  of  each  of  the  candidates  upon  whose  application  he  de- 
sires to  vote,  separately,  upon  one  of  the  ballots,  with  the 
words,  "Yes,"  or  "No,"  as  he  may  wish  to  vote  for  or  against 
his  admission  ;  and  upon  depositing  the  same  in  the  box,  he 
shall  record  his  own  name  in  the  book  of  registry,  under  that 
of  each  of  the  candidates  upon  whose  application  he  has  voted. 
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4th.  At  each  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Society,  tellers 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  who  shall  open  the  ballot- 
box,  compare  the  ballots  upon  each  application  with  the  regis- 
try, and  announce  the  result  in  each  case.  Five  negative  votes 
shall  reject.  No  candidate  shall  be  declared  elected  who  shall 
not  have  received  at  least  fifteen  votes  in  the  affirmative  ;  and 
no  ballot  shall  be  counted  that  does  not  bear  the  word  "  Yes '" 
or  "  No." 

5  th.  If  the  number  of  ballots  bearing  the  name  of  a  candidate 
does  not  correspond  with  the  number  of  votes  registered  in  his 
case,  and  it  shall  appear  that  the  consequence  of  such  discrep- 
ancy might,  by  any  possibility,  affect  the  result  of  the  vote,  the 
action  in  that  case  shall  be  declared  void,  and  the  name  may- 
be again  presented,  as  before,  during  the  succeeding  month. 

6th.  No  election  for  membership  shall  be  announced  at  any 
other  than  a  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  no 
elected  applicant  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  the  Society 
until  his  admission  fee  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  8.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  grant  leave 
of  absence  to  any  officer  of  the  Society  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing one  month,  and  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  perform 
the  duties  of  such  officer  during  his  absence  :  provided^  that  any 
officer  desiring  leave  of  absence  shall  give  the  President  at 
least  one  week's  notice  thereof. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  it  shall  be  notified  to  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors that  any  officer  of  the  Society  residing  in  this  city  is 
abs'ent  therefrom,  and  has  been  so  absent  for  a  longer  period 
than  one  month,  the  Board  may  thereupon  declare  the  office 
vacant,  and  appoint  some  other  person  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec.  10.  Each  member,  when  speaking,  shall  address  the 
presiding  officer,  and,  when  called  to  order  by  him,  shall  imme- 
diately take  his  seat ;  but  he  may  appeal  from  such  order,  and 
a  majority  of  the  members  present  may  reverse  it. 
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Sec.  II.  In  debate,  no  member  shall  be  personal  in  his 
remarks. 

Sec.  12.  All  motions,  if  required  by  the  chair,  shall  be 
made  in  writing,  and  read  by  the  mover  at  his  seat,  before 
offering. 

Sec.  13.  No  member  of  the  Society,  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  of  its  meetings, 
nor  shall  be  charged  with  monthly  dues. 

Sec.  14.  The  Society  may  elect  as  honorary  members, 
such  persons  only  as  shall  have  rendered  distinguished  or 
important  services  to  the  Society  or  to  the  State  ;  but  no  per- 
son shall  be  elected  an  honorary  member  who  has  not,  at 
some  time,  resided  within  this  State  ;  and  such  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Society,  except  the 
right  to  vote  and  hold  office.  Candidates  for  honorary  mem- 
bership shall  be  proposed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 
At  the  next  regular  meeting  such  candidates  shall  be  balloted 
for,  and  it  shall  require  the  votes  of  three-fourths  of  the  mem- 
bers present  to  elect;  provided,  that  there  shall  not  be  less 
than  thirty  members  present;  2iwdi^  provided  further,  that  in 
case  there  are  not  thirty  members  present  at  such  meeting, 
then  the  vote  shall  be  taken  at  the  next  monthly  meeting, 
when  the  requisite  number  is  present. 

SeC.  15.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  fix  the  amount  and 
approve  the  bonds  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  which 
bonds  shall  be  placed  in  the  possession  of  the  President  for 
safe  keeping,  and  shall  determine  the  compensation  to  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  16.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  an  audit- 
ing committee,  who  shall  examine  all  accounts  against  the 
Society ;  and  no  bill  or  account  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer unless  the  same  shall  have  been  indorsed  "  approved," 
and  signed  by  the  chairman  of  said  committee,  nor  until  it 
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shall  have  been  signed  by  the   President,  and  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  17.  In  case  of  the  decease  or  resignation  of  the 
President,  Secretary,  or  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  or  the 
existence  of  a  vacancy  in  either  of  said  offices,  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Society  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  when  a  successor  may  be  elected  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term  of  such  officer. 

Sec.  18.  The  annual  election  for  officers  of  the  Society 
shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  a.m.  and  five 
o'clock  p.Ri.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  unless 
he  shall  have  been  a  member  of  the  Society  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  two  years.    - 

Sec.  19.  The  President,  on  the  decease  of  any  member  in 
good  standing,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Society ;  and  the 
obituary  and  resolutions  passed  at  any  such  meeting  may  be 
published  in  one  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  and  in  the  paper  (if  any)  published  where  the 
deceased  resided ;  and  the  Secretary  shall  communicate  the 
proceedings  to  the  family  or  relatives  of  the  deceased. 

Sec.  20.  When  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  satisfied 
that  any  worthy  member,  of  the  Society  is  unable,  for  the  time 
being,  to  pay  the  monthly  dues  hereinbefore  prescribed,  it 
shall  have  power  to  remit  such  dues.  But  if  any  member  of 
this  Society,  having  the  ability  to  pay  the  monthly  dues  here- 
inbefore described,  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  same,  and  shall  not 
at  the  time  of  such  refusal  render  an  excuse  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  be  satisfactory,  he 
shall  be  debarred  from  visiting  the  rooms  of  the  Society, 
the  Secretary  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  erased  from  the  roll, 
and  he  shall  not  again  be  admitted  as  a  member,  except  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  upon  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  shall  deem  fit  to  impose.

PREROGATIVES    AND    DUTIES    OF    THE    PRESIDENT. 

7th.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  may 
speak  to  questions  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members, 
and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Society  by  any  two  members. 

8th.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  Hall.  He 
shall  have  the  right-  to  call  any  member  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  Chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an 
adjournment. 

9th.  There  shall  be  such  Standing  Committees  appointed 
by  the  Chair  as  the  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  determine, 
and  the  members  thereof  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the 
i  pleasure  of  the  President. 

ORDER    AND    DECORUM. 

loth.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses 
the  Rules  of  the  Society,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member 
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may,  call  him  to  order — in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain  ; 
and  if  called  to  order  by  a  member,  such  member  shall  imme- 
diately state  the  point  of  order.  If  the  point  of  order  be  sus- 
tained by  the  Chair,  the  member  shall  not  be  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed ;  but  if  it  be  not  sustained,  then  he  shall  be  permitted  to 
go  on.  No  discussion  of  a  question  of  order  shall  be  allowed, 
unless  an  appeal  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

nth.  When  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  has  the  floor. 

MOTIONS. 

1 2th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  sec- 
onded, and  distinctly  announced  by  the  President ;  and,  if  de- 
sired by  the  President  or  a  member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing, and  be  read  by  the  Secretary,  before  the  same  shall  be 
debated.  A  motion  or  resolution  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

13th.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  or  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the 
Society  will  adjourn,  shall  always  be  in  order,  (except  when  a 
member  is  on  the  floor)  and  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but — to  adjourn ;  to  lay  on  the  table  ;  for  the  previous 
question  ;  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ;  to  commit  or  amend  ; 
or  to  postpone  indefinitely  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named,  but  the  first 
three  shall  be  decided  without  debate  ;  and  all  incidental  ques- 
tions of  order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  previous 
question,  '(whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise) .  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

15th.  The  previous  question  shall  only  be  put  when  de- 
manded by  three  or  more  members. 

1 6th.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  difl"ere.nt  from 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  as  an  amendment ; 
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but  a  substitute,  covering  the  same  matter,  shall  be  deemed 
and  held  to  be  an  amendment,  and  be  treated  in  all  respects 
as  such. 

17th.  In  filling  up  blanks,  the  least  sum  and  the  shortest 
time  shall  be  first  put. 

1 8th,  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  the 
same  is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

19th.  At  the  next  stated  meeting  succeeding  that  on  which  a 
final  vote  on  any  question  has  been  taken,  said  vote  may  be 
reconsidered  on  the  motion  of  any  member ;  provided,  notice 
of  intention  to  move  such  reconsideration  shall  have  been  given 
at  the  meeting  when  such  final  vote  was  taken,  by  a  member 
voting  with  the  majority ;  but  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move 
a  reconsideration  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  such  final  vote 
was  taken  ;  said  motion  of  reconsideration  shall  have  prece- 
dence over  every  other  motion,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

20th.  No  standing  rule  of  the  Society  shallbe  rescinded  or 
changed,  except  by  a  vote  of-  two-thirds  of  the  members,  when 
there  are  not  less  than  thirty  or  more  present. 

2ist.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  contained  in 
Cushing's  Manual  shall  govern  the  Society  in  all  cases  to 
which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Standing  Rules  of  the  Society.
